REPORT  OF  THE  VISITORS, 


THE  Committee  of  Visitors  liave  to  report  that  the  average 
number  of  Patients  in  the  past  Year  has  been  394.  The 
greatest  number  at  one  time  having  been  404. 

The  total  number  on  the  31st  of  December  was  400. 

Had  it  not  been  for  the  increased  accommodation  afforded  by 
the  removal  of  the  Bakery,  these  numbers  could  not  have  been 
received.  The  New  Buildings  are  proceeding  rapidly  towards 
completion,  and  they  have  been  pronounced,  by  a  very  competent 
judge,  to  be  not  only  the  best,  but  the  cheapest  he  had  ever  seen. 

The  necessary  preliminaries  for  obtaining  an  Act  of  Parliament 
for  the  Water  Supply  are  in  progress.  The  Lunacy  Commissioners 
have  recommended  certain  alterations  in  the  proposed  Works,  and 
have,  at  the  same  time,  suggested  the  expediency  of  adding  £500. 
to  the  estimated  cost.  As  their  recommendations  will  facilitate 
the  supply  of  Water  to  the  County  Gaol,  and  be  otherwise,  in  the 
opinion  of  the  Committee  an  improvement  in  the  scheme  of  their 
Engineers,  they  do  not  hesitate  to  urge  the  Court  to  give  their 
consent. 

The  Wards  have  been  maintained  in  as  good  order  as  the  very 
deficient  supply  of  water  has  admitted  of,  and  the  Patients  are 
comfortable  and  well  attended.  The  Officers  and  Attendants  have 
been  attentive  and  well  conducted. 

The  average  weekly  charge  for  Pauper  Patients  has  been  8s.  3 d. 
per  head,  and  the  cost  about  the  same.

The  total  number  of  cases  treated  during  the  year  has  been  490, 
38  more  than  last  year  ;  and  the  largest  number  resident  at  any 

one  time  404.  #  , 

Of  the  admissions,  in  29  cases  Insanity  was  acknowledged  to 

have  existed  more  than  twelve  months :  of  these  1 7  had  been 
insane  for  more  than  2  years,  12  for  more  than  5  years. 

In  42  instances  some  cause  was  assigned  for  the  attack  ;  23  weie 
attributed  to  moral,  and  1 9  to  physical  influences ;  2  8  had  suffered 
from  previous  attacks,  and  in  15  cases  there  was  known  to  be 

hereditary  predisposition  to  Insanity. 

Twenty  Men  and  20  "Women  have  died  *.  of  these  deaths,  12  are 
recorded  as  due  to  diseases  of  the  Nervous  Centres,  9  to  Phthisis 
Pulmonalis,  3  to  Pneumonia,  2  to  Bronchitis,  and  1,  a  man  69 
years  of  age,  nearly  45  of  which  he  had  spent  in  this  Asylum, 
died  suddenly  from  Rupture  of  the  Heart. 

Fifty  Patients  have  been  discharged. 

During  the  greater  part  of  the  year  the  Asylum  has  been  full, 
many  of  the  Wards  have  been  at  times  overcrowded,  not  with- 


& 
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standing  v  hich  I  am  pleased  to  be  able  to  report  tbat  no  unusual 
amount  of  excitement  has  prevailed  among  the  Patients.  Mecha- 
nical  restraint  has  not  been  employed,  and  seclusion,  the  use  of 
which  has  been  gradually  lessening  for  some  years,  during  the 
past  twelve .  months  shews  a  decrease  of  nearly  one-third  when 
cornpai ed  with  1864.  I  cannot  but  consider  this  favourable  result 
m  a  great  measure  due  to  the  various  improvements  in  the  Wards 
which  you  have,  from  time  to  time,  sanctioned,  and  to  the  fact 
that  during  the  past  year  there  has  been  a  very  full  supply  of 
work  for  all  capable  of  being  employed ;  and  I  feel  confident  that 
as  improvements  advance,  and  as  our  means  of  occupation  extend, 
we  shall  find  excitement  diminish,  and  a  consequent  reduction  in 
the  amount  of  seclusion  required. 

Among  the  Insane,  there  are  no  cases  more  hopeless,  and  requi¬ 
ring  greater  careand  watchfulness,  than  those  complicated  with  Epi¬ 
lepsy.  I  have  tried  the  Bromide  of  Potassium,  which  has  been 
brought  forward  as  a  new  medicine  in  these  cases,  and  which  was 
supposed  to  be  almost  a  specific  :  its  use,  however,  has  not  been 
attended  with  much  success,  and  I  fear  that  its  powers  have  been 
considerably  overrated,  and  that  we  have  yet  to  discover  a  remedy 
for  Epilepsy  on  which  any  reliance  can  be  placed. 

Becreation  and  amusement,  as  of  late  years,  have  been  regu¬ 
larly  provided  for.  In  the  Summer,  frequent  walks  into  the 
neighbouring  Country,  and  occasional  excursions  to  the  sea-side 
are  taken.  In  the  Winter  months,  in  addition  to  the  fortnightly 
meetings  for  music  and  dancing,  alluded  to  in  previous  Pejoorts, 
Headings  of  amusing  and  interesting  stories,  varied  by  songs,  have 
been  given  on  one  evening  a  month.  These  meetings  are  attended 
by  upwards  of  150  Patients,  permission  to  be  present  being  looked 
upon  as  a  privilege,  and  valued  accordingly. 

The  want  of  a  proper  supply  of  Water  has  again  been  a  most 
serious  evil ;  it  is,  however,  one  which  I  hope  you  may  be  enabled 
to  remedy  before  long  :  until  a  better  supply  of  Water  can  be  ob¬ 
tained,  all  sanitary  arrangements  must,  of  necessity,  remain  ill- 
regulated  and  defective. 

I  have  again  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  many  presents,  such 
as  Books,  Pictures,  Christmas  Gifts,  &c.  which  have  been  kindly 
sent  for  the  use  of  the  Patients.

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REPOET  OF  THE  CHAPLAIN. 

Cornwall  County  Asylum, 
Bodmin, 

December  31st,  1865. 


My  Lord  and  Gentlemen, — 

IN  this,  my  third  Annual  Report,  I  am  happy  to  be  able  to 
state  that  the  Patients  in  the  Asylum  continue  to  value  the 
religious  opportunities  which  you  have  been  pleased  to  grant  them. 

Four  hundred  and  eighty-eight  have  been  resident  during  the 
year ;  and  the  Chapel  has  been  filled  twice  on  Sundays  and 
once  on  Christmas  Day,  Good  Friday,  and  Ascension  Day,  with 
an  attentive,  quiet,  orderly,  and  apparently  devout  congregation. 

All  the  Attendants  and  Servants  also  have  been  present  at 
Divine  Service  in  turn,  about  40,  besides  the  Officers  attending 
on  the  Patients,  each  SundajL 

The  Choir,  by  chanting  the  Canticles,  &c.  and  singing  the 
Flymns,  have  aided  in  the  celebration  of  Public  Worship,  and 
have  been  regular  in  their  attendance  at  practice  in  my  room 
during  the  week.  Twenty  Attendants  and  1  Patient  have  given 
their  services  in  this  way  in  the  course  of  the  year.  The  music 
has  been  duly  attended  to,  and  the  careful  decoration  of  the 
Chapel  at  Christmas. 

I  have  allowed  15  Patients  to  partake  of  the  Sacrament  of  Holy 
Communion  when  it  has  been  administered  to  the  Officers  and 
their  Families;  and  many  are  in  the  habit  of  privately  praying 
and  reading  the  Scriptures  and  Hymns. 

The  ventilation  of  the  Chapel  has  been  much  improved,  but 
the  number  of  Patients  able  to  attend  has  so  increased,  that  more 
Sittings  are  greatly  needed. 

At  the  Morning  Prayers,  which  I  read  throughout  the  week  in 
the  Galleries,  first  at  Nine  o’Clock  in  one  of  the  Men’s  Buildings,

and  immediately  afterwards  on  the  Female  side,  as  many 
attend  as  can  be  properly  accommodated. 

In  my  rounds  I  have  been  welcomed  by  the  Patients  in  a  very 
friendly  manner  in  nearly  every  case,  and  while  visiting  and 
praying  with  the  sick,  and  reasoning  with  the  suicidal,  I  have 
found  many  capable  of  receiving  Christian  instruction  and 
consolation. 

Forty  Patients  died  in  the  Asylum,  and  1  Attendant  at  home, 
during  the  yean.  My  number  of  Funerals  at  the  Bodmin  Ceme¬ 
tery  has  been  31.  The  bodies  of  6  Patients  have  been  removed 
for  interment  by  their  friends,  and  the  3  others  I  have  yet  to  bury. 

With  regard  to  the  conduct  of  individual  Patients  in  Church 
and  in  the  Wards,  only  2  have  given  me  any  trouble  at  Divine 
Service,  while  a  few  others,  labouring  at  the  time  under  excite¬ 
ment  produced  by  their  malady,  have  molested  me  when  I  have 
casually  met  with  them  in  going  to  perform  my  duties  within  the 
Building. 

The  rough  and  exceedingly  disagreeable  treatment  to  which  I 
was  subjected  on  these  occasions,  has  been  duly  reported  in  my 
Journal,  at  your  monthly  meetings. 

All  the  other  Patients  have  behaved  towards  me  with  the  great¬ 
est  civility,  and  those  who  have  been  seized  with  fits  in  the  Chapel 
have  been  removed  without  disturbance. 

As  Librarian  I  have  great  pleasure  in  acknowledging  on  behalf 
of  the  Patients  this  year  also  the  very  acceptable  and  handsome 
additions  which  have  been  made  to  our  stock  of  Books. 

One  hundred  and  twenty-seven  illustrated  volumes  have  been 
received  as  gifts,  viz. 

7  vols.  Illustrated  London  News,  presented  byC.  D.  Sevan,  Esq. 

20  Illustrated  vols.,  presented  by  Major  and  Mrs.  Guyuls. 

100  ditto,  ditto,  Bichabd  Spky,  Esq. 

The  regular  circulation  of  Books,  Periodicals,  and  Newspapers 
is  the  source  of  great  pleasure  to  very  many  of  the  Patients.  The 
Books,  &c.  are  constantly  in  use,  and  fairly  treated,  and  have 
been  so  little  injured  that  during  the  last  three  years  I  have  not 
found  any  volume  requiring  greater  repairs  than  I  have  been  able 
to  effect. 

I  circulate  them  all  from  gallery  to  gallery  in  assorted  packets, 
and  there  are  now  always  166  volumes,  and  197  monthly  period¬ 
icals,  in  the  various  Day-rooms  at  one  time ;  besides  Bibles, 
Testaments,  Prayer  Books,  Hymn  Books,  &c. 

This  year,  with  the  other  Officers,  I  commenced  giving  “  Head¬ 
ings  ”  to  the  Patients :  the  result  has  been  satisfactory,  and 
several  kind  friends  from  the  town  and  from  a  distance  have  come 
forward  to  assist  in  entertaining  the  Patients. 

A  Winter  Concert  has  been  performed,  for  the  last  two  years, 
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iii  one  of  tlie  Wards,  and  mucfi  appreciated  by  tlie  Patients. 
Early  in  January  we  liope  to  give  another. 

I  have  received  great  assistance  in  the  performance  of  my  duties 
from  those  who  are  connected  with  the  Establishment.

Referring  to  the  last  Report  we  have  to  state  as  follows  . 

1  Two°  full  Services  are  performed  on  Sundays  when  tL. 
Chapel  is  always  full.  Its  enlargement  calls  for  early  considera 
tion1  and  would  probably  be  best  effected  by  the  addition  of  ; 
North  Aisle.  Daily  Morning  Prayers  are  read  by  the  Chaplain  n 
the  Male  and  Pemale  Divisions  respectively. 

2  No  steps  have  as  yet  been  taken  for  providing  new  Work 

shops  ^  female  Clothing,  and  the  whole  of  the  Stocking: 
are  made  in  the  Asvlum.  About  one-fourth  of  toe  Shoes  and  on< 
sixth  of  toe  Men’s  Clothing  are  purchased.  A  Sewing  Machine 

about  to  he  introduced  for  the  Tailors.  „  A 

4  The  Wages  of  the  Male  Attendants  are  as  heretofore.  A 

improved  Graduated  Scale  has  been  adopted  for  the  Nurses,  wl 
now  commence  at  £11.  and  advance  by  10s.  annually  to  £1 
They  previously  began  at  <£10.  and  advance  o  . 

S7  The  new  detached  Building  for  Private  Patients  of  whi< 
the  Plans  have  been  duly  approved  by  the  Secretary  of  State,  wl 
as  designed,  accommodate  26  Patients  of  each  sex.  Ten  add  ion 
beds-  for  each  sex  will  he  obtained  by  the  conversion  of  the  q 
Bake-house  into  Dormitories,  and  15  more  Pauper  Patie i 
of  each  sex  will  he  provided  with  sleeping  accommodation  by  t 
consolidation  and  conversion  into  Associated  Dormitories  oi 
single  rooms  in  the  1st  and  2d  Ploor  Private  Galleries.  The  to « 
additional  accommodation  procured  by  the  above  means  will  l 
51  Patients  of  each  sex.

6.  Many  Mattresses  have  been  re-stuffed,  and  feathers  in  ma 
cases  substituted  for  hair  in  the  Pillows.  Several,  however  oi 
former  were  noticed  by  us  as  still  uncomfortably  hard,  and  oi 

latter  insufficiently  filled.  .  _  „  .,  p, 

7.  The  defective  Drains  referred  to  in  the  Bath-rooms 

been  put  into  proper  order,  where  new  tiled  Batus,  wi  .  . 

boxed  off,  have  been  introduced,  viz.  in  Pemale  Galleries  A. 

G.  H.  and  K.  ,  « 

8.  The  means  of  personal  washing  are  the  same  as  oeioi  »  * 

better  in  the  Male  than  Pemale  Division.  We  desire  aga 

draw  attention  to  the  subject.  . 

9.  The  body  Linen  of  the  Patients  of  both  sexes  is  or 
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changed  only  once  a  week.  We  repeat  the  recommendation  that 
it  be  changed  twice  a  week,  for  which  the  proposed  enlargement 
and  alteration  of  the  Laundry  Department  will  afford  sufficient 
facilities. 

10.  The  new  Walks  in  the  large  Female  Airing  Ground  have 
been  properly  gravelled.  The  new  Ground  has  also  been  com¬ 
pleted,  planted,  and  furnished  with  a  Fustic  Sunshade. 

1 1 .  The  suggestions  as  to  boxing  off  the  hot  water  Bath  Taps 
and  keeping  the  Shower  Baths  locked  have  been  attended  to 
generally. 

12.  It  has  not  been  thought  expedient  in  the  existing  circum¬ 
stances  and  arrangements  of  the  Wards  to  carry  out  the  recommen¬ 
dation  of  the  appointment  of  Female  Attendants  in  the  Male 
Epileptic  and  Sick  Wards.  We  trust  that  this  will  be  ultimately 
done. 

13.  It  is  not,  we  regret  to  report,  in  contemplation  at  present 
to  appoint  an  Assistant  Medical  Officer.  We  cannot  too  strongly 
urge  the  importance  of  carrying  out  the  suggestion  to  this  effect 
without  further  delay. 

14.  A  Head  Attendant  on  the  Female  side  will,  as  we  were 
informed,  probably  be  engaged  on  the  completion  of  the  new 
Building  and  alterations  consequent  thereon.  The  Matron 
evidently  requires  assistance. 

We  found  the  Patients  of  both  sexes  quiet  and  orderly. 

The  personal  condition  of  the  Female  Patients  was  satisfactory. 
The  state  of  the  clothing  and  persons  of  several  of  the  Male 
Patients  called  for  more  attention. 


We  found  a  Male  Patient  in  bed  with  a  broken  leg,  after  a 
struggle  with  an  Attendant.  The  case  appears  to  us  to  call  for  full 
investigation,  especially  in  reference  to  the  question  of  the  necessity 
for  the  employment  of  force  by  the  Attendant  in  the  circumstances. 

Various  improvements  have  been  made  since  the  last  visit  and 
are  still  in  progress,  which  will  materially  conduce  to  the  comfort 
of  the  Patients.  "W e  refer,  to  painting  and  papering, 

the  substitution  of  sash  windows  for  iron  frames,  the  boarding  off 
five  Single  Eooms  in  the  Female  Division  for  dirty  Patients, 
coloured  Prints  on  the  Walls,  a  new  Bake-house  and  Larder,  and 
the  substitution  of  earthenware  for  metal. 

A  Eecreation  Hall  is  still  much  needed. 

The  Asylum  continues  to  reflect  great  credit  upon  the  Medical 
Superintendent  and  other  Officers.
